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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 

1. Claims 8-13, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Williams 
et al. (4538709). Williams teaches a luggage with a towing handle, a single-pole telescoping 
arm, a pivot mechanism (note that the handle 20 is pivotable about the center axis so that it can 
pivot and fold into the position in Fig. 5), and a locking mechanism 70 and 72 in Fig. 6. 

Regarding claim 9, please note that the button 52 release the handle in the locked 
extended position and when the handle is moved out of the locking position at 70, the handle is 
free to pivot such as to the position as shown in fig. 5. 

In claim 13, note that when the bag portion with portion 70 is folded down, the handle is 
rotatable 360 degrees as claimed. 

2. Claims 8, 13, 14, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Liang (5464080), Liang teaches a piece of baggage having a towing handle 44, a single-pole 
telescoping arm having two ends (54+56), the arm operative connected to the handle at one end, 
and telescopically movable between extended and retracted positions such that the towing handle 
is closer to luggage in the retracted position (Fig. 1) than in extended position (fig. 6), a pivot 
mechanism as shown in Fig. 10, and a locking mechanism (portions 1 1, 9, and 60). 

Regarding claim 15, the center-axis can be placed perpendicular to the wheel axis as 
claimed (when towing).
